Prof. Tait Praises 
Prosperity Week 

No Better Mcdiiini For Pro- 
paganda Thaii Film 

OUTLOOK BRIGHT 

Head of Dcpartniciit of Psy- 
chology Emphasises Iiifhi. 
eiices of Prosperity Week 

Piofessor "William D. Tait, head of 
the dciiarimcnt of Psychology at Mc- 
GIU University; was interviewed on 
Friday afternoon ' in connection with 
Canadian Prosperity Week, which is 
being held throughout Canada ne.M 
week and in Montreal under tbe dir- 
ection of rroorpo P.utsky. He slated 
that he thought Prosperity Week a 
laudable enterprise, but • that more 
than seven - days should - be devoted 
to lu 

Use of Film 

In connection with the use of the 
film as a means^ of selling to the 
people of Canad.a the idea of a new 
and prosperous era in the Doiiiinion s 
history, lie said: "The film- i.s a 
mighty -weaponr and -I have 'always 
wondered: why It has 'not been used 
more to make people buy Canadian 
goods, and to sell to them the idea, 
not only 6f how the products are 
made, but also of the process by 
whicli they are made. .Such films 
would show people the fine- conditions 
under which mç^t of the goods made 
in Canada are manufactured. AVe are 
Inclined to forget, when" we ar« 
charged ■ less for foreign goods', that 
the European employ so often func- 
tions under conditions which the Can- 
adian worker would not tolerate; 
long hours low wages are against the 
policy of this 'ouiitry. I think that 
propaganda of this type, wliieli is so 
necessary as to be almost indispens- 
able, could he accomplished better by 
the movies than by practically any 
other medium; seeing Is always a 
liundrfd per cent moi'e convincing 
than reading." 

Conditions in Canada 

"When a.sked about conditions in 
Canada, Professor Ta'it said that, 
though many Canadians have come 
down moie than Is comfortable, yet 
we are not. so badly oft as are the 
United Slates, who have some of 
their basic industries badly hit, and 
most certainly are more prospcr- 
our tl,:..n JCnglaiid. "We have a gr((at 
deiil to be Uionkful for, and In spite 
of hard times our youth and strength 
win pull us through. I have no hesi- 
tation In expressing my best wishes 
to thoKe who are working to make 
Canadian ProspprHy Week a suc- 
cess."

The first lecture In a course on 
rVpplied Geophysics, to be given by 
Dr. A, S. Eve, Director of the D-. 
partment ot Physics, and Dr. D. A. 
Keys will be delivered In the 
Mocdonald Physics Theatre 
evening at 8:15. 

Montrealers and McGIlI Studf 
have been cspecl.niy attracted by the 
geological underground expe|rlmen'ts 
of Dr. Eve and Dr. Keys during the 
last few years. Tl\elr work with radio 
waves in the Mount Royal Tunnel 
Is recalled. At one timo .-some con 
cern was felt for the stability of 
certain MeC.Ill buildings, -among 
other structures which stand over 
the route followed by this very tun- 
nel. But such fears have since been 
dispelled by calculations of the geo- 
physiclsts. Both" Dr. Eve and Dr. 
Keys refiulre no Introduction as 
lecturers. 

Tho practical value of these ten 
weekly lectures is eiisily suggested 
from the increasing opportunities for 
summer work In this field, involving 
magnetic and electrical methods of 
searching for minerals, oil, and 
various geological underground 
features. The course should have an 
appeal malnl.v, therefore, to phy- 
sicists, geologists, and mining men 
For such students the lecturer will 
be ot Inestimable Importance. 

The fee for the entire course Is- 
five dollars to those who are not 
members of McOill; but the lectures 
ue free to the staff and all McOill 
students. Tickets for free admittance 
should be secured at the Bursar's 
Office. 



Chemical Club to 
Go oil Excursions 

R. de iMonligny Elecletl Pros 
For Ensuing Year 

The annual meeting ot tho Chem- 
ical Industry Club for the election 
ot officers was held on FrI.

On Waiting 

MAGAZINE advertisements assail us on 
every side with rules for success. Most 
of these assure profitable returns within a 
week of clipping a coupon while practically 
all of them assure independence and leisure 
for life. Speed in answering the advertise- 
ment is, however, essential while equal 
speed is guaranteed in the results. Un- 
forfamatcly tlie people who get the most 
o^^^ife in every way did not follow 
niagazine rules. Modern speedy methods .ns 
recounted by some writers were unknown 
to them. 

The reason why America is not able to 
produce really gi*eat literary achievements 
lies largely in this very pressure to rush 
through a gi-eat deal of work. Shaw, Wells, 
>Villa Gather and Edith Wharton all took 
a long while getting started but now they 
are in demand while a dozen others who 
pushed into print are quite forgotten. 

We were talking to an America» auth- 
or this summer who looked worried. He 
had delivered a 60,000 word novel in two 
months as per contract; the same man 
argued that writing is just a job. The rea- 
son why so much fiction in certain popular 
magazines is dry and boring is that it is 
turned ouit in just this fashion. "Send us 
up ten stories by I.O.U. at $1000.00 per." 
■writes the "Urban Monthly." Probably 
I.O.U. could have touched up some of the 
stories and made them worth while, but 
the hungry printing presses cannot wait. 

One of ,the worst of all slogans ever 
invented is the one, "The Cash Value of a 
College Education." Wangle through col- 
lege and get a degree; it is worth money. 
Parents eagerly await the arrival of 
William back from Umpty U. Formerly 
worth only $2,000 per; now he is worth 
1^2,300 and increasing yearly. There should 
be a law "agen" it. The .student eager to 
get his degree takes .only the work as set 
down in his courses. He has never heard 
of Shaw; D. H. Lawrence, Hem-y Adams or 
H. L. Mencken. They were not in the pre- 
scribed work and if the teacher had men- 
tioned them, it was a waste of time to read 
them; it wouldn't count for a degree. If 
they digressed from the ordinary courses 
tiiey mtight have to wait one or two years 
more for their degrees and who wants to 
wait? 

Haste, it seems, is the keynote of 
.^jjerything. The divorce judge knows that 
it is the young people who "Just couldn't 
wait" who will be up before him to get 
their marriage dissolved. The accountant 
knows that the concern that over-expands 
in the rush for business blows up quickly. 
Lawyers are busy defending men who were 
jfl^o.o,vgr;eat a hurry to get wealthy. 
v^^^TM waiting road seems a long road to 
happiness but there are few detours on it 
and no blind alleys. There are no rapid 
buses to whisk one to one's destination but 
there are sunsets to see and pleasant people 
to meet on the way.

And as far as 
we know he meant playing -with some kind of ball 
else he would havo Included the eights, those 
aKgrcgatlons tliat have made certain Engllsli Uni 
verfltlcs famous and It is hoped, by some, will 
make certain Canadian universities famous. 

Hut the reference ot balls and war In tlio same 
sentence gives us great cause to think. AVe had 
always thought that games with balls were so 
pure. As the duchess said, "Oh, but games are so 
wonderfully educative; there is somcthlns so pure 
about balls." Such a statement cannot be doubted, 
seeing Jls authority. And when it Is considered It 
must bo agreed that all progress is Iho outcome ot 
war, and If balls are associated with war then balls 
must be associated with progress.

For tho Club, It would be the best means it 
has ever had to fulfil its purpose, stated in Article 
2 ot tho Constitution: "Tho object of the Club shaH 
be to hold discussions on matters of International 
Import." The necessity ot preparing reports before 
band on the subjects that are to b* submitted to 
the .Model Assemblyjiand^.tth* discussions them- 
selves, afford an exceptional opportunity to do so, 

I do not care much whether the Model As- 
sembly will bring "distinction and honor" to the 
Alma Mater, McGill is and will be a distinguished 
university whether the Model Assembly Is held 
here or not. The holding ot the Assembly ■will 
however, bring the attention of the whole univer- 
sity to the importance ot International affairs, and 
make it clear to the outside public, both In Mont 
real and elsewlterc, that McGill University takes 
Interest in the consideration of and peaceful settle- 
ment of international questions and entanglements.

A FENCE OR A BARRIER 

Under Ameilcnn .sLindard.-i, /i 
crowd ot 82,000 persons would com- 
prise a fairly tai-go city spread' out 
over a goodly number of square 
miles, but when It comes to putting 
that vast nsscnibl.npo Into a space 
less than the Hl7;e of n city block, 
there Is naturally congestion. 

Franlilln Field has been so design- 
ed that M maximum number ot peo- 
ple can go to luid ilepnrt from n 
football game within n fair amount 
of time. Among other necessary fix- 
lures a fence, that is in no sense 
a barrier, surrounding the playing 
field, but serving as lltUo more of a 
physical Impediment than a white 
chalk lino. • 

Crowd psychology I* such that 
when one member of tho crowd starts 
something, the rest follow- him. One 
Individual says, "What harrt can It 
do for me to go on the field? I cer- 
tainly will not cause any trouble. I'm 
going." He evades the grasp ot the 
strong arm of tho law, and goes 
through tho fence onto the playing 
field. But bis fr.iternlty brother de- 
sires company and faithfully fol- 
lows In true brotherly style. Other 
students, not to be outdone, fall In 
line, and before long .the Afield Is 
jammed with people, all running 
about but not getting anywhere. Tho 
stands groan, and nobody Is happy. 

Had tho first individual reasoned 
correctly, the game would have, con- 
tinued with llttlo ado after tho half- 
time Interval and an unpleasant In- 
cident would not have occurred. 

In erecting the light fence, the 
Council on Athletics has taken the 
viewpoint that spectators will respect 
It In the Interest of seeing the games 
to the fullest extent. If they have 
made a ml-stake, It wUl be rectified 
with the construction of a barrier 
that Is a barrier. The resiilt would be 
that no one In the Itrwer stands 
would SCO much action, but they 
would not run on the field. 

In line with this policy of im- 
proving vision, tho band has been 
moved into the temporary stands and 
sidclino passes have passed Into the 
great beyond. No longer will It be 
necessary to ask a band mem- 
ber for an account of the tilt after 
the final period. 

A lot han been said about babies 
and their foolish whims in the not- 
too-distant past. Whether any more 
of the like will be needed In the fu- 
ture dépendis In a large measure on 
student conduct during the early 
games.

(ho cause for "dirty" politics out of 
the way, this year should bo a most 
propitious ono for campaign mana- 
gers to inaugurate honesty and fair 
play. It must ho a pleasure' for 
candidates to bo ahlo to look forward 
to an olactlon and tho retention of 
tho frlendsjiip of tl.olr opponents.

Condemns Lecture System 
Of American Universities 



(From The Columbia Spectator) 

Both tlic leclui o anil i ci;iuaiiiii 
pyslems in UhP in American colli'gcs 
end unlversitltH are fallurcB in wiiole 
ior .In part, says Hamilton Molt, presi- 
dent of Rollins College, in the current 
dfisue of The Xalion. His article, 
'"The Rollins Idea", Is the second in 
it «erIcB on educational experiments 
and explaliiH In detail the plan of 
Btudy ill use at Rollins tor the p;i.st 
four ycius'. 

Blame for the failure of the lec- 
ture and recitation system is tracid 
to two causes: the method of tciidi- 
ing ami' the aualificatlons of the 
te.achcis. In the JlDliiii.s plaii, the 
chief clement for its hucccss in llie 
tcichcr. who is selected because of 
his Jibilily to Inspire and encourage 
ntudcnts and not because of the 
jiumber of books he may have pub- 
lished. 

Lecture System Inefficient 

Under the lecture Hy.steni of teach- 
ing, students I are regfrnled fts hO 
many p.isslve objects into -which a 
pioffî.sHur poui'K Information for ;in 
Ijour two <>y thifo times :i wi'k and 
.then asks for parts of It b.ack In 
ïi^Hodlcal exumlnntlons. Neither pro- 
Jcasor nor student nceil to be more 
than half .awake for the proi:eMS to 
go on.

Instructors Must Aid Students

may be silent with everyone rradiiig 
or writing, or small group.s njay be 
disc.u.sslng ft subject among tlieirj- 
sclvcH or with the Instructor; whose 
work, for tho most part, Is with In- 
dividual students, each of whom may 
be at a different stage of advanco- 
mr^nt In the, course.

The play was written by John 
Biilderston, an American newspaper 
correspondent i-esldent In London.

boi'derllne that separates tbe one from 
the 'Other. 

The action throughout the play 
takes place in the morning — room of 
a house In Berkely .Square, London, in 
the years 17S-» and 1028. Petei; Stand- 
Ish In the year .1928 is transported 
back Into the past and to the time 
where the arrival from America ot his 
ancestor, another Pelef Standlsh is 
awaited Impatiently by his cousin tho 
Pettigrews. Ho fliid.s himself In the 
place ot Ills ancestor and knowing all 
thai has hapiiened at Ihe lime. In 
which he Is now living he Is very 
much amused. Rut his uncanny gift 
ot foretelling events that have not yet 
occiired makes peoiile fear him, added 
lo the fact that llils harbailnn from 
the "colonics" looks upon them and 
treats tliem us savages he la not very 
jiopular amongst Iho males of London 
In nH. lie falls In love with one of 
Ills cousins, but unhappily It Is not 
llie one that he knows Jie must marry. 
Tliioim'li his eyes, Helen, Ills loved one 
Is given a gllinpse Into tho future and 
wliiit she sees terrifies her. 

Rut in the end ho returns to the 
present; ami the soul uC |ils ancestor 
which had been occupying his body 
returns to Ihe past. The play - ends 
on a grim nole ot tragedy when Peter 
cuds tho cjillaph thai ho has copied 
from the lombstuno ot tho girl that ho 
loved In tho past. 

There Is nol one of Iho cliaiactcrs 
In the cast who does not act as tt ho 
or she were living the |iurt; but es- 
licclnlly outstanding wore the per- 
formances of Leslie Howard ns Pctor 
Slanillsli, of .Miirgiilo fllliiioru as licit n 
J'ctllgrew, iind of Alico .luliii iunl 
Luuisu Pnissiiig as 'I'ho Lady Anno 
Potligrow ami Kale Peltlgrow, respec- 
tively. 

It was excellent pprforinanco uiul 
wo would sti'ongly urge that i U who 
have the ojiportunlly of seeing 
play do so. It Is \ycll worth II.
